ternational usage, and the requirements 
of law.” 
Eight ships, all equipped with wire- 
less, were in the vicinity of the Titanic, 
the Olympic farthest away—512 miles. 


Californian’s Lights Seen. 
The mysterious lights on an unknown 
‘ship, seen by the passengers on the Ti- 
tanic, undoubtedly were on the Califor- 

’ Mian less than nineteen miles away. 

The full capacity of the Titanic’s life- 
boats was not utilized, because while only 
706 persons were saved, the ship's boats _ 
could have carried 1,176. 

No general alarm was sounded, no 
whistle blown and no systematic warning 
was given to the endangered passengers, 

“and it was fifteen or twenty minutes 
after the collision before Capt. Smith 
ordered the Titanic’s wireless operator 
to send out a distress message. 

The Titanic’s crew was only meagerly 
acquainted with its positions and dutiesin 
ge of accident and only: one drill was 

eld before the maiden trip. .Many of 
the crew joined the ship only a few hours 
before it sailed and were in ignorance of 
their positions umtil the following Fri- 
day. 


Titanic Knew of Ice.

Boland Declares Statement of Saeger 
“Unqualifiedly False.” 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—John L. Sae- 
ger, counsel for the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railway, before the house judi- 


clary committee today admitted authorship 


of a letter to Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Meyer which “ got Judge Archbald 


into trouble,” and said he was sorry he had 
written it. 


In this letter Mr. meaees said he knew on 


“reliable authority that the Marion Coal 
company of Scranton had lost its property 
and would not continue a suit against the 


railroad company pending before the com- 


mission. 

It was following this letter that the United 
States court at Scranton rendered a judg- 
ment against the coal company in another 
sult. 


Superior Orders Letter Written. 

Mr. Saeger explained he had written the 
letter at the orders of his superior, William 8S. 
Jenney, general counsel of the railroad. 

The witness said that Mr. Jenney “ practi- 
cally dictated’ the letter. He also said he 
had seen two letters from Judge Archbald 
bearing on the coal company’s affairs in Mr. 
Jenney’s office. 

Saeger displayed enmity toward William 
P. Boland of the Marion Coal company, de- 
claring Boland’s suit against the Lacka- 
wanna was “ blackmaill.”” Chairman Clay- 
ton endeavored to pin him down toa legal 
definition of blackmail, and the witness re- 
plied by describing what he thought had been 
Boland’s “ harassing and annoying conduct 


toward the railroad.”’ 


Calls Saeger Statement False.

“T want to say that the statement of Mr. 
Saeger that there was conspiracy and black- 
mail on my part is absolutely and unquali- 
fiediy false,” Boland declared.

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EXPERT AIR PILOT 
INJURED IN FALL 


Paul Studensky Fails Here in 


Effort to Master Three 
Stability Controls. 


MAIL MONOPLANE WRECK. 


Fledgling Aviators Try at Cicero 
Field for Internation- 
al Licenses. 


Paul Studensky, chief pilot for the National 
Aeroplane company, fell fifty feet with his 
Bleriot monoplane yesterday at the Cicero 
flying field of the Aero Club of IlMinois. One 
of his ribs was broken and he was injured 
internally. He will recover. 

Later in the day DeLloyd Thompson, a 
student of Max Lillie, took the school Wright 
biplane up 300 feet for an international pilot 
license, and fulfilled two. of the three tests, 
including the dangerous right hand turns in 
which Studensky was caught: and injured. 
Thompson pill finish his tests today, weather 
permitting, and Otto W. Brodie, the pioneer 
Chicago flier, will take up his Farman bi- 
plane, the only one of its kind now flown in 
America, for the same license tests. 


Mail Plane a Wreck. 

The accident to Studensky happened at 8 
o'clock. ‘The aviator's versatility led him 
into the trouble, according to aero club offi- 
cials. 

Studensky’s aeroplane was the seventy 
horsepower Gnome engined Bleriot mono- 
Plane—the ‘‘ Dragon Fly.” With it Barle 
Ovington won most of the monoplane speed 
events at the international aviation meet in 
Grant park last year. 

Ovington took the machine east and used 
it in the government mail service for weeks. 
The National company brought it to Chicago 
for the use of Studensky. It is almost a to- 
tal wreck. hTe engine and tanks remain 
intact. Both wings were broken to bits, the 
rear elevator was doubled over when it 
whipped to the ground, but the long body, 
also remaining intact, saved the aviators 
life by holding him back from the splintered 
Planes, 


Tries Difficult Task. 

Studensky is said to be thé only pilot in 
America who has ventured to master more 
than two systems of controlling an aero- 
Plane in the air. He has used three. He 
procured his pilot ‘license from the Aero 
Club of France on a Bleriot monoplane. 
Then he tried the Curtiss biplane. They 
have entirely different methods of stabiliz- 


ing the machine.

Cleveland, O., May 28.—[Special.}—Totling 
industriousig for over three hours and a 
half between showers this afternoon the 
White Sox and Naps managed to work off 
ome of the two contests booked for them, 
and because Bill Lange was a better duck 
than Gene Krapp the visitore won by a 
score of 7 to & The game was started 
under adverse conditions, was interrupted 
three times by near delugea, and was finished 
in mud ankle deep. 

The White Sox arrived here to find them- 


‘selves manageriess temporarily, for a notice

ing. 

Cloudburst Before Game. 

The Sox also found a lot of bum weather 
awaiting them and the prospects were that 
the whole double header arranged for today would 
have to go over. At noon a near cloudburst paseed 
over the city and soaked the bali park, but the 
patent lid on the diamond preserved the base lines 
sufficiently to make it possible to start on sched- 
uled time at 1:30 o'clock. 

The White Sox landed on Krapp for two hits 
and a pass in their second inning, scoring two runs 
after two were out. Then came a real deluge 
with lightning and cyclonic trimmings. Play was 
suspended and there seemed no chance to continue. 
At the end of thirty minutes it was decided to 
make an attempt to invalidate the rain checks, 
which several thousand fane were gripping tightly 
in their fists. Another fifteen minutes were con- 
sumed in sopping up a portion of the water with 
which the field was flooded and in giving the 
base lines the sawdust treatment. 

When five innings were finished ditions were 
no worse and the scrap continued in spite of a 
fine drizzle which twice more mecca: into real 
rain and compelled an armistice. With one out 
in the Nap half of the seventh a second edition 
of the deluge drove everybody to shelter for five 
minutes. Again at the end of the Sox half of the 
ninth [t came down in bucketfuls. 


Field Inches Deep in Mud. 


Although the whole place was inches deep in mud 
and Bill Lange slipped and floundered around the 
slab every time he pitched a ball, the umpirgs made 
the teams finish the ninth and it was lucky the Sox 
hed accumuleted a lead of five runs. 

Lange was comparatively steady and pitched a 
splendid game under distressing conditions. Two of 
the five passes he issued came in the ninth inning, 
when was difficult to put evéh a straight ball 
over the plate on account of the treacherous foot- 
ing in the vicinity of the slab. Lange was hit for 
eleven safeties, but was coolest in the pinches and 
several of the safe ones would have been copped 
in faster going. 

Comiskey’s men grabbed a lead of two in the 
second inning after Jackson had gathered in a 
whale of a drive by Collings. Zeider drew a base 
and stole second. Weaver smashed a hot oné 
through Peckinpaugh, scoring Zeider, and racegl to 
second himself while Peckinpaugh was loafing 
after the partially blocked hit.
